The movement, whose adherents are 
familiarly known as the Gudbeites,” 
took definite shape in the form of a 
Protestant movement against a certain 
line of policy which President Young 
had inaugurated iu the matter of the 
commercial relations of the Mormons, 
ahd which he was pushing with char- 
acteristic vigor and persistence. With 
this tangible point of protest were 
also coupled some points concerning 
the more abstruse questions of Church 
polity and personal orthodoxy. But 
these latter, although doubtiess fur. 
nishing the conscientious incentive to 
action of Mr. Godbe and his compeers, 
cannot be considered the great ele 
ments of success, in whatever of suc 
cess came out of the movement. The 
revolt took shape and strength in that 
its element of opposition to President 
Youny’s commercial policy attracted 
to it the support of every gentile in 
the Territory. Realizing that a honse 
divided against itself cannot stand, 
izham promptly and summarily 
“out off” the Protestant members, 
although many of them bad before then 
been held by him in high esteem. 
It is uot profitable to here recount 
the details of that dealing with apos- 
yy. The heart. burnings and recrim- 
inations of those days had best be left 
to pass out of thought and remem 
brance.

The next important event in the 


history of Utah was the laying of 


the last rail of the Utah Central Rail - 
road. The completion of the Union 
and Central Pacific lines was a national 
event, affecting greatly the destiny of 
Utah as well as that of the entire Pa- 
cific coast ; but the completion of the 
Utah Central was the proper local sign 
of radical changes. That event put’ 
the Territory en rapport with the age 


of railroads, and a world of expansion 


came to Mormondom with the laying 
of the last rail in Salt Lake City, and 
a community, originally formed in a 
state of isolation, appreciated at once 
that henceforth the hand of the East 
and the hand of the West were joined 
with Utah, and forty millions of peo- 
ple were at her door. ; 

It was January 10th, 1870; the 
weather was cold; a heavy fog hu 
over the city of the Great Salt Lake ; 
but the multitude assembled, and by 
two o'clock P. M. there is said to have 
been gathered around the depot block 
not less than fifteen thousand people. 
As the train with the invited guests 
from Ogden and the north came in 
sight, dashing toward the end of the 
track, shouts arose from the assembled 
city. A large steel mallet had been 
prepared for the occasion, made at 
the blacksmith’s shop of the public 
works of the Church. The last 
spike” was forged of Utah iron, manu- 


factured ten years previously by the 


late Nathaniel V Jones. The mallet. 
was elegantly chased, bearing on the 
top an engraved bee hive (the emblem 
of the State of Deseret), surrounded 
by the inscription, ‘‘ Holiness to the 
Lord,” and underneath the bee-hive 
were the letters U. C. R. R.; a sim- 
ilar ornament consecrated the spike, 
both intending to symbolize that Utah, 
with the railroad, should still be the’ 
„Kingdom of God.” The sun, which 
had hid himself behind the clouds. 
during the whole day, burst forth as 
in joy to witness the event of the lay- 
ing of the last rail almost at the very 
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instant. It was a glad surprise, and 
the Apostles took it as an omen of 
good. The honor of driving the last 
spike in the first railroad built by. the 
Mormon people, was assigned to Pre- 

Another matter worthy of record 
was the e, by the Utah Legis- 
lature, of a bill granting the suffrage 
to women. The following is a copy 
of it: . | 

An Act, giving women the elective 
franchise in the Territory of Utah. 

' Sec. 1.— Be it enacted by the 
Governor and the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Utah, that 
every woman of the age of twenty- 
oné years, who has resided in this Ter- 
ritory six months next preceding any 
general or special election, born or 
naturalized in the United States, or 
who is the wife, or widow, or the 


daughter of a naturalized citizen of 
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the United States, shall be entitled to 
vote at any election in this Territory. 

__2.—All laws, or parts of laws, 
conflicting with this act are hereby 


| repealed. 


Approved February 12, 1870.

Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; serving the Lord.“ — Ro. xii, 11. 


THERE is nothing more attractive in a business view, than those qualities 

which are business-like. To see a man cold, inattentive, indifferent or 

mechanical, is trying to the feelings and suggestive of certain failure; to see a 
man quick, prompt, inventive and decided, is a good prognostication of success. 
To the first every duty is a task, every obstacle a mountain, and every effort a 
matter of labor; to the latter, duty is his pleasure, obstacles are the impulse 

of conquest, and difficulty the sure highway to triumph. The one magnifies 
the beginning, the process, and the result; the other does not underrate, but 
be bends many things, and uses all things to reach the distant end. 

We all like to see a warm, whole-souled, earnest man, even in a poor cause; 
we all despise the cold, half-hearted, careless man in any cause whatever,— 
dut in that which is known to be a good cause, how we deprecate the shuffler, 
the dodger, the hypocrite, the lukewarm, or the dead. These phases of 
interest, or lack of interest, show us the man—they reveal his inner spirit, his 
mative force, his appreciation of good and right, and they are prophetic of 
what may be expected—of what is inevitable, unless a change is established 

when non-interested, which shall be both thorough and decided. 

A good business man is never satisfied with superficial ideas in regard to

mena by which he is surrounded his servants, all change sharpens his faculties, 
stimulates his euergies, and brings into play his ambition; rivalry educates 
him, adversity is his teacher, circumstances his school; nothing too small for 
his attention, nothing too great for his desire to comprehend ; he aims to be 
master, to be accomplished, to be great, if even to a this he becomes

of the old school twirl their thumbs waiting for the customer to come, he by

. ardently desires. 

The true business man ane not waste his toenail on side issues; he is not 
. speculative in that sense, there is concentration about him, it is his atmosphere, 
he is a man of purpose, he does not get too many irons in the fire ;” every- 
thing is subservient to his business, de does not leave it to take care of itself, 
he does not leave it to others, his supervision is its life, he is in earnest, and 
be cannot afford to jeopardize the final result for trifling attractions in his 
_ rou'e towards suczess ; he lives, moves, and has his being,” in that which 
combines duty and interest, opportunity and responsibility, experience and 
wealth, position and possession, labor and life!

, Supervision ; there are no accidents, omissions, excuses, or neglect—order, 
, System, discipline, characterizes the leader, the head, and every subordinate 
. @atches or acquires the same spirit, so there is harmony, peace, progress and 
. success ; all who look to him for labor, for direction, for counsel, must learn 
to be in their places and fill their places, their duties are special and individual, 
not subject to dubiety and consequent neglect ; this developes personal responsi- 
_ bility and yet implies graded supervision, without which — .

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A true business man is also honest in. all his transactions ; ; integrity, trnth, 
honor, are watchwords; he is not a man of sham, subterfage, or deceit ; he 
takes no advantage in a deal or trade ; his purpose is to establish himself, to 
make his reputation, to be known as a fair dealer, as an honorable man; he 
does not get all he can, he expects to see his friend again, and to secure. big 
patronage for years to come; ‘‘a good name is better than gold,” and this a 
the result of high-toned principle ; ; ‘Shonesty is the best policy,” is no ca:ch- 
word of his, he moves from nobler impulse, and reaches a higher platform; 
in bis way he is au example, probity rules his life; when he is possessed ofa 
trust, it is sacred as the heavens, no temptation allures him to his destruc: ion; 


. the widow and the orphans’ interests are as his own, and confidence swells to 


his opportunities; he is not seeking to understand how near the outer fringe 
he may venture without jeopardizing his position, he ‘‘sbuns the very appear- 


ane of evil,” and stands erect in the conscious dignity of exemplary.character. 


If he is called to labor for another, he does so without envy, and works not 
with eye service, but as unto the Lord ;” it is not, ‘‘ how little can I doin the 
alloted hours,” but he feels that his employer’s interests are his, and that to 
watch the clock is moral delinquency: and provocative of dishonor ; in short, 
he becomes and is ‘‘ an honest man the noblest work of God !”

lips and in his acts; there is no trickery, no double meaning, no mental 
reservation, no forked tongue; he is the soul of honor, the bloom of prouuise, 
the fruit of truth—reliable, steadfast, and trustworthy ; lying lips are to him 
as to the Lord, an abomination, and deceit is as far from him ‘‘as the east is 
from the west; every duty is performed on chronometer time, work does not 
push bim, he pushes the work; he is master and not slave—lord, not subj -ct ;
